Direfed to their Father Retor at Bruxecls, 
diſcovering their deſigns upon this State, 
and their Judgement of the temper thereof, 
with a conjefture of the ſucceſs of the then 
enſuing Parliament. 


Father Reffor, 


Et not the Damp of Aſtoniſhment ſeize upon 

your ardent and zealous Soul in apprehend- 

10g the ſudden and unexpetted call of a Parlia- 

ment : We have not oppoſed but rather furthered 

it, ſothat we hope as much in this Parliament as 
ever we feared any in Queen Elizabeths days. 

You muſt know the Council is cagaged to aflilt 
the King by way of Prerogative, in caſe the Par- 
liamentary way ſhould fail. You ſhall fee this 
Parliament will reſemble the Pelicaz, which takes 
a pleaſure with her beak to dig out her own 
Bowells. 

The Election of Knights and Burgeſles hath been 
in ſuch confuſion of apparent Faction, as that 
which we were wont to procure heretofore with 
much art and induftry, _ the Spariſb match 
was in treaty) now.breaks out naturally as a botch 


or boyle, and ſpits and ſpucs out its own rancour 
and venome,

You remember how that famous and immortal 
Stateſman the Count of Gondamonr fed King James 
his fancy , and rocked him afleep with the ſoft 
ſweet ſound of Peace, to keep up the Spaniſh Tre:- 
ty. Likewiſe we were much bound to ſome State(- 
men of our own Country, for gaining time by pro- 
curing thoſe moſt advantagious Ceſlations of Arms 
in the Palatinate , and a the honor and 
integrity of the Spaniſh Nation, and Villifying 
the Hollanders ; remonl(trating to Kmg James that 
that State was molt ungratetul both to his Prede- 
ceflor Queen Flizabeth, and his mo(t Sacred Ma- 
jeſty 3 That the States were more Obnoxious than 
the Turk, and perpetually injured his Majeſties 
loving ſubject; in the Faſt-Indies, and likewiſe 
they have uſurped from his Majeſty the Regality 
and unvaluable profit of the Narrow Seas in fiſh- 
ing upon the Egliſh Coalt, &c. 

This great States-man had but one principal 
means to further their great and good deligns , 
which was to ſet on King _ that none but the 
Puritan Faction, which plotted nothing but Anar- 
chy, and his confuſion were averſe to this moſt 
happy union. We ſtecred on the fame courſe, and 
have made great uſe of this' Anarchical Election, 
and have prejudicated and anticipated the great 
one, that none but the Kings Enemies and his, are 
choſen of this Parliament, &c. 

We have now many ſtrings to our Bow , and

Arminianiſme, which we hope will purge the Pro- 
teſtants from their Herclic ; and it flouriſhcth and 
bears fruit in due ſeaſon 

The Materials which build up our Bulwork , 
are the Projectors and Beggars of all Ranks and 
Qualities : Howloever both theſe Factions CO-OPeC- 
rate to deſtroy the Parliament, and tointroduce a 
new ſpecies and form of Goverament which is 
Oligarchy. 

Theſe ferve as direct Mediums and Inſtruments 
toour end, which is the Univerſal Catholick Mo- 
narchy. Our foundation mult be mutation, and 
Mutation will cauſe a Relaxation, which will ſerve 
as ſo many violent diſcaſes,as the Stone, Gout, &c. 
to the ſpeedy deſtruction of our perpetual and in- 
ſufferable anguiſh of body, which 1s worſe than 
death it felt. 

We proceed now by Councel and mature deli- 
beration, how and when to work upon the Dukes 
Jealouſic and Revenge 3 And in this we give the 
honour to thoſe which merit it , which are the 
Church Catholicks. 

There is another matter of conſequence, which 
wetake much into our conlideration and tender 
care, which is to ſtave off the Puritans, that they 
hang not in the Dukes ear; They are impudent 
ſubril people, 

B : And 
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And it is to be feared leſt they ſhould negotiate 
a reconciliation between the Duke and the Parlt- 
2ment. Tis ccrtain the Duke would gladly have 
reconciled himſclf to the Parliament at Oxford : 
But now we aſlure our ſelves we have ſo handled 
the matter, that both Duke and Parliament are 
irreconcileable. 

For the better prevention of the Puritans, the 
Arminians have already locked up the Dukes ears; 
and we haie thoſe of our own Religion, which 
{tand continually at the Dukes Chamber to ſee 
who goes in and out : we cannot be too circum- 
ſpect and careful in this regard. 

I cannot chooſe but laugh to ſee how ſome of 
our own Coat have accoutred themſelves; you 
would ſcarce know them if you ſaw them: and 
'tis admirable how in ſpeech-and geſture they act 
the Puritans. The Cambridge Schollars to their 
wofull experience ſhall ſee we can act the Puritans 
a little better than they have done the Jeſuits : 
They have abuſed our Sacred Patron St. Jgnatins 
in jeſt, but we will make them ſmart for it in car- 
neſt. I hope you will excuſe my merry digreſſion ; 
for I confeſs unto you am at this time tranſported 
with joy to ſee huw happily all inſtruments and 
meansas well great as leſs cooperate unto our pur- 
poſes. 

But to return unto the main Fabrick : Our foun- 
dation 1s Arminianiſme ; the Armimans and Pro- 
jeors, asit appears in the premiſes affeft muta- 
tion 3 this we ſecond and enforce by probable Ar- 
guments, In the firlt place, we take into confide- 
ration

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ration the Kings Honour, and preſent neceſlity ; 
and we ſhew how the King may free himſelf of his 
Ward, as Lewis the 11th did. And for his great 
Splendor and Luſtre, he may raiſe a vaſt Revenue, 
and not be beholden to his Subjects 3 which is by 
way of Impoſition of Exciſe : Then our Church 
Catholicks proceed to ſhew the means how to ſettle 
this Exciſe, which muſt be by a Mercenary Army 
of Horſe and Foot : For the Horſe we have made 
that ſure,they ſhall be Forreiners and Germans, who 
will eat up the Kings Revenues,and ſpoil the Coun- 
try whereſoever they come, though they ſhould be 
well paid : what havock will they make there, when 
they get no pay, or are not duly paid ? They will 
do more miſchief then we hope the Army will do. 
We are provident and carefull, that this Merce- 
nary Army of 2000 Horſe and 20000 Foot, (ball 
be taken on, and in pay before the Exciſe be ſet- 
led. In Formin f Exciſe, the Country is 
moſt likcly to riſe : If the Mercenary Army ſub- 
jugate the Country, then the Souldiers and Pro- 
jectors ſhall be paid out ot the Confiſcations ; If 
the Country be too hard for the Souldiers, then 
they muſt conſequently mutiny, which is equally 
advantageous unto us. Our ſyperlative delign is to 
work the Proteſtants as well as the Catholicks to 
welcome in a Conquerour,and that 1s by this means: 
We hope inſtantly to diflolve Trades, and hinder 
the building of Shipping, in deviſing probable de- 
ſigns, and putting on the State upon Expeditions, 
as that of Cadiz was, in takmg away the Mer- 
chants Ships, ſo that they may not eaſily catch and

R. 2, Let no Prince that is willing deſpair ; for 
it isan caſte thing to change Religion; for when 
the common people are a while taken with novel- 
ties and divecrlitics of Religion, they will fit down 
2nd be a weary, and give up themſelves to their 
Rulers wills. | 

R. 3. The DoCctorsand leading Paſtors mult be 
put out: but if that may be, all at once: but if 
that cannot be, letit be by flow degrees, When 
the Leaders are down all will ſubmit. 

Here he pretends:the examples of ſome Princes 
that expelled Lutheraniſme, and giveth his advice 
under the cover of inſtances : 

1. The purpoſe of changing Religion, and ex- 
tirpating Lutheraniſme, muſt be conceal'd, not but 
that ſome of the wiſer ſort may know it, but the 
people muſt not, leſt it ſhould move them. 

2. Some mult be ſuborned to beg importunatc- 
ly of the Prince for liberty to exerciſe their Re- 
lgion, and that with many and gentle words, that 


ſo 
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ſo the people may think the Prince is not inclined 
to novelty, but only to Lenity, and to a tender- 
neſs for tender Conſciences ; and that he doth it 
not as from himſelf: for the vulgar uſe to com. 
mend a Prince, that cannot deny the ſubjects their 
deſires, though they are ſuch as were fit to be 
denied. 

3. One ortwo Churches only muſt be defired 
at firſt, as being ſo ſmall a matter, that the people 
will not much regard, 

4. When the zeal of Profeſlours begins to riſe 
againſt the change, they are to be pacihied by ad- 
mitting both parties to conference before the Go- 
vernours : 

5. Let there be.a decrec for pacification, that 
one party do not rail at the other, nor calummate 
them ; and ſo the errours that are to be brought in 
will have great advantage, when they are covered, 
and may not be contradicted, or fomuch as na- 
med; and fo the Rulers will be thought to be on- 
ly Lovers of peace, and not to intend a change of 
Religion, 

6. Next that, Let there be ſome publick diſ- 
putation between the parties, but with ſome dif- 
advantage to them that are to be outed. 

7. Let all this be done, but on pretence that 
the ſeveral parties may be joyned- Iovingly toge- 
ther in peace: and whenthe Miniſters refuſe this, 
let them be accuſed of unpeaceableneſs, and pride, 
and obſtinacy, and diſobedience againſt the Ma- 
giltrate, and not for their Religion, 


8. When

8, Whenit comes to the putting out of ſome 
Miniſters, and the people begin ro petition for 
them, let the matter be carried filently ; and in 
the mean time, let the people be told that it is be- 
cauſe thoſe Miniſters are heady obſtinate men, that 
the people may be perſwaded that the Miniſters 
are faulty, and have deſerved it, and may be 
put only to deſire liberty for the more peaceable 
MEN. 
9, When thus the people are deluded,and there 
15 no danger of reſiſtance, then turn the Mini- 
ſters out of the Churches, and put in thoſe that 
you would ſect up in their ſtead. 

10. Thenchange the Univerlities, and tell all 
the Fellows and Scholars, that they ſhall hold their 
place if they will turn, elſe not z many wall 
change Religion with the Rulers, 

11.Next he inſtanceth in Haſſze, where the Prince 
pretended, that all the Profeſſors and Miniſters 
places were void at the death of his Predeceſlor, 
and he had the diſpoſal of them by Law : 

12. And the change was there made (as he pre- 
tends) by flow degrees, one or two opinions only 
changed at the firſt, and not thewhole controverted 
part of the Religion; and fo the people will think 
it but a ſmall matter to yield in one or two opini- 
ons, and be eafily brought to obey. 

13. Laſtly, They fall to writing againſt each 
other, and thoſe that have the Court-tavor,ſeem to 
Carry Its 

All this advice is about the third direCtion, that 
is, how to work out the Miniſters ſafely, which he 
COVery 
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covers under pretended inſtances of ſuch as have 
changed Religion in Germany, 

4. The fourth Rule is, To put out of honours, 
dignities, and publique offices, all thoſe that are 
molt adverſe to Popery 3 it is but juſt that thoſe 
that: hinder the fafety of the Common-wealth 
ſhould be deprived of the Honours and Riches of 
the Common-wealth. If men are depoſed for 
heinous crimes, Why not for Blaſphemy and con- 
tempt of truth ? If thoſe of a contrary Religion 
be left in honour and power, they will be able to 
croſs the Prince in many things, and encourage the 

ple of their own Religion. 

5. The fifth Rule is, That when a Hereſie is 
wholly to be rooted out ; and this muſt be done 
by degrees, and in a way of reaſon, and cannot 
be done by meer command and power : then you 
muſt firſt fall on thoſe opinions that the common 
people are molt againſt, and which you can quick- 
ly make them think abſurd. So he inſtanceth in 
ſome that would work out Lutheraniſme , that 
ſpeak hagpurably of L»ther, and fell on them only 
under th&name of Flaccians ; fo the Armimians at 
Utrecht when they would extirpate Calvinitme, 
made a decree, that no man ſhould Preach any 
thing that ſcemed.to make God the Author of fin. 
Thus a Magiſtrate that would bring in Popery mult 
full upon ſuch hcinous opinions which the 1mpu- 
dent themſelves are half aſhamed of, and bring 
theſe into the light that they may be odious, and 
ſothe teachers will loſe all their Authority, when 
the people ſee that they are taken in a manifeſt 
fault. 6. The

6. The ſixth Ruleto bring in Popery and abo- 
liſh the Proteſtant Religion, is, to make uſe of 
the Proteſtants contentions. How eaſtc it is (faith 
he) in Exgland to bring the Puritans into order, it 
they be forced to approve of Biſhops, or to reduce 
the Puritans in the Low-Countries, if the Prince 
adhere to the Arminians for the varietic of Opi- 
nions makes them doubtful , that before ſeemed 
certain : {o that when the Magiſtrate joyneth with 
one [ide he ealily overturns the other, and leaves 
the whole obnoxious, as Paw! did by the diflention 
between the Phariſees and $aduces, joy ning to 
one fide, he eſcaped. This ( faith he )I wonld prin- 
cipally perſivade an Orthodox Magiſtrate to, for 
he may with as much advantage make uſe of the 
Proteſtants diſagreements, as of thePapiſts con-ord, 
to extirvate Proteſtants : As in Wars, it is not only 
the skill and {trength of the General, but often alſo 
the careleſacſ of the enemy , or his miſtake, that 
give very great advantages for ſucceſs. When 
rigid Calviniſme was affaulted by the Lutherans 
in the heat of the paroxiſm, it was exaſperated, 
and the ſudden reſtraint did much hurt : But now 
the Arminians have of their own accord let go the 
hardeſt part of their rigor, and judge the Calvi. 
niſtsto be impious, and perſecute them in the very 
Umverlity, and in other Towns they force them 
tobaniſhment, and would venture to do more and 
crucller things, if they were not afraid of the 
{trength of the adverle party. Verily if Prince 
Maurice alone did but ſtand for the Arminians, the 
rigor of the Contraremonſtants would flag or be 


broken. 7. The 
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5, The ſeventh Rule is, to forbid the Pro- 
teſtants privately or publiquely to afſemble toge- 
ther. 

8. Theeighth degree muſt be, to proceed to ſe- 
verity of Laws and puniſhments: Here he endea- 
vours to prove this violence lawfull, but this vio- 
lence though it muſt be for the change of all, need 
not be exerciſed on all; cut off the Leaders, and 
the multitude will follow the Authority of the 
Rulers; ſhame wall retain ſome, and fear others, 
but a vain ſecurity will prevail with moſt when 
they know not how to helpit, Within theſe few 
years, above an hundred thouſand have been turned 
to Popery in France, and more in Germany , not 
any of the Princes of Germany that did indeavour 
to draw over his people to the Catholicks did 
ever find any force or reſiſtance contrary to his 
Laws. Note this all you {landerous Papilſts, that 
accuſe Proteſtants ſo much of Rebellion to hide 
your own, here's a Jeſuits teſtimony on Record for 
our vindication. 

His next Rule is the good life of the Popiſh Magi- 
ſtrates and Clergy, (and that let them uſe as much 
as they will.) 

Chapter the 19. He commendeth many ſmaller 
helps: As, 1. Muſick, to entice pesple by delight. 
2. To cauſe all at their Marriage to profeſs the 
Popiſh Religion, and fo rather then go withour 
a Wife or Husband they will do it. 3. So alſo to 
deny to Proteſtants Chufch-priviledges : as Bap- 
tiſme, Buriall, &c, 


C Laſtly, 
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Laſtly, He concludes that where the work muſt 
be ſecretly done by degrees, the Magiſtrate muſt 
keep the inſtitutions, preſentation , confirmation , 
and examination of Miniſters in his own hand ; 
and fo (if he cannot calt them out at once) he muſt 
calt out the moſt dangerous, and put over the 
Churches, the diſagreeing, and thoſe that do not 
mind matters of controvelie much, and thoſe that 
are addicted to their own domeltick  buſincſles 
(worldly men) and ſuch as are addicted to the 
Rulers : Let him cool the heat of Hereſie, and let 
him not put out the unlearned ; and ſo their Reli- 
gion will grow into contempt. Let the Magiſtrate 
cheriſh the diſſentions of the crring Teachers ; and 
let him procure them often to debate together, anc 
reprove one another; for ſo when all men ſee that 
there is nothing certain among them, they will 
calily yield tothe truth ; and this diſcord 13 profi- 
table to ſhew the manners ofthoſe wicked men, for 
he that will read the contentious writings of Lu- 
therans againſt Calviniſts, or Calviniſts againſt Lu- 
therans, will think he readeth, not the inveCtives 
of men againſt men, but the furics and roaring of 
Divels againſt Divels, (a fair warning , but the 
Jeſuit tells you not what is done at home) from 
theſe things the Ruler may take occaſion for a 
change : Let him enquire into the original of theſe 
accuſations, and if he find them true, he may pu- 
niſh the guilty, if falſe, he may puniſh (that is caſt 
out) the Accuſers,

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The ſum of CampeneVa's Counſel, for the pro- 
moting of the 8paniſh intereſt in Ergland in Queen 
Flizabeths days, was, 1. Above all to breed dif- 
ſentions and diſcords among our ſelves. 2. To 
have Seminaries in Flanders, that for the changing 
of our Religion, may firſt ſow the ſeeds of diviſion 
in points of natural Sciences.

Many more ſuch filly queſtions, they train up 
their decervers to propound and proſecute, which 
a knowing ran diſcerneth eaſily to be tranſparent 
cheats; but the ignorant may be gravelled by 
them. 


The abominable Treachery and villany of the 
Gunpowder-Plot, nndertaken under pretence 
of maintaining and . reſtoring the Roman Re- 
ligion 3 engaged the then Governours to conſult: 
the preſervation of themſelves and the Kingdom : 
And conſidering the furious zeal and wicked prin- 
ciples of ſome men, in affirming the lawfullneſs of 
depoſing and killing Heretical Kings : That the 
Po e had power to deprive temporal Princes, ab- 
ive ſubjeQs from their obedience, and ſuch like 
villanous poſitions, with the many wicked practi- 
ces then freſhin memory, againſt the Crown and 
hfe of Queen Elizabeth and King James , it was 
thought fit to draw up a ſolemn Oath , whereby 
every one ſhould abjure ſuch treaſonable Do-

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But ſo far vere they from intending to be good 
SubjeRs, that fancying Robert Cecil ( Earl of Salis- 
bury and Secretary of State) to be the chief pro- 
moter of this Oath againſt them, and conſidering 
that if they could deter him from proſecuting it, 
the King and others would trouble their thoughts 
the leſs about the matter, and ſo the Parhamentary 
propoſals would fall of themſelves : a threatning 
Letter was ſent to the ſaid Earl of Salisbury, a 
Copy whereof I have here inſerted, that all good 
men may ſee that they will not ſtick at Murther or 
any other villany to uphold their Religion. 


My Lord, 


Hereas the late unapprovable and moſt 
wicked defign for deſtroying of his Ma- 
je{ty, the Prince and Nobility, with many other of 
worth and quality (attempted through the un- 
dertaking ſpirits of ſome more fiery and turbulent, 
then zealous and diſpaſiionate Catholicks ) hath 
made the general ſtate of our Catholick cauſe fo 
ſcandalous in the eyes of ſuch whoſe corrupted 
judgements are not able to fan away and ſever the 
fault of the Profeſſor from the profeſtion it (elf, 
asthat, who now 15 found to be of that Religion, 
is perſwaded at leaſt in mind to allow (though God 
knoweth as much abhorring as any Puritan what- 
ſoevcr) the ſaid former moſt inhumane and Bar- 
barous Project.

chicf, though with a full affurance afore hand of 
the loſs of their deareſt lives. 

You are therefore hcreby to be admoniſhed, that 
at this preſent there are five which have ſeverally 
undertaken your death, and have vowed the per- 
formance thereof by taking already the bleſled 
Sacrament, if you continue” your daily plotting 
of (6 Tragical Stratagems againſt Recuſants, 

It is ſo ordered that none of theſe hve kiioweth 
who the other four be, for the better preventing 
the diſcovery of the reſt, if ſo any one by at- 
tempting and not performing ſhould be appre- 
headed. 

Fe isalfoalready agreed whoſhall firſt attempt it 
by Shot,and ſo who 1n order ſhall follow. 

In accompliſhing of it there is expected no o- 
ther then elancs of death, yet it will willingly 


be embraced, for the preventing of thoſe __ 
ala- 
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Calamities, which by this your tranſcendent Au- 
thority and grace with his Majeſty, are threatned 
unto us. 

And indeed the difficulties herein are more eaſt 
ly to be digeſted, ſince two of the intended At- 
temptors are in that weak ſtate of body that they 
cannot live above three or four Months. The 0- 
ther three are ſo diltrefſed in themſelves and their 
friends, as that their preſent griefs (for being only 
Recuſants) do much dull all apprehenſions of 
death. 

None is to be blamed (in the true cenfuring of 
matters) for the undertaking hereof, for we pro- 
fels before God, we know no other means left us 
in the world, fince it is manifeſt you ſerve but as a 
Match to give fire unto his Majeſty (to whom the 
worlt that we wiſhis, that he may be as great a 
Saint in Heaven as he is King on Earth) for inten- 
ding all miſchiefs againſt the poor diſtreſſed Catho- 
licks.
